GOOD ROADS. 


With one of the most strenuous fights of the whole primary cam- 
paign on in the race for supervisor of the First district, much eom- 
ment is being made on the merits of the respective candidates. 

Some reports which are unfounded and untrue, of course, are 
being circulated, as they always are in every campaign and against 
every candidate. 

One of the important questions is that of good roads. There are 
many who unhesitatingly say that the First district has not gotten its 
share of good roads, and a trip over some of the highways certainly 
justifies this assertion. While the upper end of the county, still work- 

ing its roads, constantly at work on them, has many miles of excel- 
lent highways, the Richmond district, which pays most of the taxes 
and has most of the votes of any two districts in the county, is not 
getting its share of good roads. : 

One of the pre-election promises of Zeb Knott, one of the candi- 
dates for supervisor in the First district, is that he will put his busi- 
ness in the hands of another man and will make a trip of inspection 
over every foot of his district, find out What is needed and then go to 
work to get this district what is necessary. 

Roads and bridges are in bad shape in some portions of the dis- 
trict and Knott says he will look after this. 

Knott has spent his money in Richmond, he had a big building 
put. up here, he has one of the best wall paper and paint stores on the 
Pacific Coast located in Richmond, he depends on the people for his 
business and he has to depend on the people for his political support. 
With him, anything that affected his political status would also affect 
his commercial status and his financial revenues, for he depends on the 
public for everything. 

As has already been said in this paper, Knott probably will sac- 
rifice much in the way of business, by taking care of the office if he is 
elected, but on the other hand, if he gives the office the attention he 
has declared he will, he will undoubtedly reeeive reward in the grati- 
tude of the people of his district in the way of business. 

Knott has been endorsed by the 2700 Club, the political organiza- 
tion of the unions. He has always been fair to organized labor and 
has done more than one act to assist organized labor, and certain ru- 
mors and reports circulated to injure him by political enemies are 
merely the mudthrowing that always is indulged in in every cam- 
paign. 

So far as Knott personally, financially and politically is con- 
cerned, this paper believes he would make a good supervisor if he is 
elected. 

The Daily News has nothing to say against the other candidates 
in the race, but it does question whether some of them are willing to 
sacrifice their business, whether they could leave their business as 
Knott says he will do and pay the personal attention to the district, 
which seems to be necessary if this end of the county is to keep even 
with upper Contra Costa in the matter of roads an dbridges. 

Knott is a man of unquestionable integrity, a man who can study 
and understand the situation in the district, and he seems to have one 
more claim than his opponents in that he is willing to hire a manager 
for his business nad devote his attention to his district.

TO BLOT BAD 
LABOR CAMPS 
OFF THE MAP 


The State Commission of Immigra- | 


tion and Housing has issued a publi- 
cgtion, which is a long step towards a 
sblution of the “problem” of the mi- 
gratory agricultural laborer. Today, 
owners of hop fields are harassed by 
the danger of an organized strike and 


this strike received its initial stimu- 
lus twelve months ago in bad labor 
camp conditions. It is against this 
insanitation that the commission has 
issued its -publication. 

One ef the most important contrib- 
utory factors in the Wheatland riot 
of August 3, 1913, was poor housing 
and sanitary accommodations. “That 
fatal event has awakened the state 
to, first, a tardy realization of the 
careless treatment of farm nad_ con- 
struction laborers, which had .grown 
into a tradition in the state, nad, sec- 
ond, to an appreciation of the wide- 
spread discontent and unrest which 
this treatment had engendered in this 
migratory labor class. Feeling.that 
constructive action was imperative, 
the Commission of Immigration and 
Housing, after extensive consulta- 
tion with Colonel Ebert of the United 
States Army, Dr. Sawyer of the State 
Board of Healht, Professor Herms, 
Professor Shaw of the Agricultural 
Department of the State University, 
and Symmes, Means and Chandler, 
agricultural engineers, drew up an 
advisory pamphlet for labor camp 
sanitation and housing. 


The pamphlet’ contains estimates, 
bills of materials, engineering draw- 
ings and photographs of good and bad 
camp structures. There is not an 
important problem of camp sanitation 
which is not analyzed and a solution 
given. 

The commission has inspected this 
summer more than 460 labor camps 
in the state, which accommodate over 
32,000 men, and has found that the 
California employer meets the cam- 
paigns for improvement more than 
half way.

said that Richmond looked better

Instead of émploying the oft-tried 
g¥roscope, the principle of the new 
invention is an inverted ‘‘v’’-shaped 
rail with a car divided in the middle 
so as to allow the railto enter the 
car as a wedge. 

The weight of the car is hung be- 
low the apex of the rail, while the 
running wheels work on top dnd on 
the sides of the rail holding the car 
steadily in place. 

Cars of little more than 20 feet in 
length, with properly banked rails 
compensate for short curves much in 
the manner of a motor cyclist riding 
the upper ring of a saucer track. 

The single driving wheel in the 
middle of the car is a motor, the out- 
er casing of which revolves instead 
of the armature.

BEAUTIFUL 


The Beautiful New Building of the Richmond Club, a Classic in 
Mission Architecture. ; 


The Richmond Club’s new building 
being erected under the supervision 
of Architect J. B. Ogborn, ex-city ar- 
chitect, and located at the corner of 
Twelfth and Nevin streets, will bé one 
of the most beautiful buildings in 
Richmond, and the women are to be 
congratulated on their enterprise in 
securing this building for Riéh- 
mond. 

The style of the building is Mis- 
sion, full two stories high with vault- 
ed ceilings and cement exterior. 

A large entrance hall leads into the 
main clubroom, at the end of which 
is a large open fire place. A commit- 
tee room leads off the main club- 
room. Large folding doors open 
from the main clubroom into an au- 
ditorium. « 

The floor of the clubroom is of 
hardwood, while the walls are wains- 
coated in panels. Built in seats 
range the walls. The ceilings of the 
main clubroom are vaulted and will 
have maple floors, highly polished. 

At one end of the auditorium is a 
stage about 35x20 feet with prescen-

The main clubroom is 20x30 feat 
and the auditorium is 38x50 feet. The 
space under the auditorium stage 
will contafn rolling racks on which 
the folding chairs from the floor of 
the auditorium may be piled, thus 
disposing of them when they are not 
in, use.
